We have all-heard of what Suaxesrerr 

terms a-vaulting ambition which o'erleaps 

itself, and comes. an ignominious cropper 

on the other side. ‘The latest'local victim 

toan overweening sense of self-importance, 

and an insatiable ambition to earn a cheap 
notoriety, is Mr. Hunry G. Tuomsett, 
Harbour Master, Marine Magistrate, Emi- 

. gration Officer, Acting Police Magistrate, 
he &e., of Hongkong. It is only a few days 
‘ since this high official, when under cross-ex- 
- amination by the Coroner in the Berry 
‘suicide case, attempted to assert his in- 
dependence as the head of a fravernment, 
department—and succeeded in showing 
an amount of petty red-tape officialdom: 
which even the best friends of the gallant 
gentleman must keenly deplore—by post 
tively declining to answer certain ques- 
Hons which Mr, Wovrnousx considered 
relevant to the Inquiry, on the ground 
that the information required’ by’ the 
Coroner ought to, be elicited by a 
Commission appointed by His Excellency 
the Administrator. Mr. H. G. Tuossetr

ordinary circumstances we should scarcely 
deem it worth our while’ to notice’ even 
ylaring blunders in the minor details of 
such an important official report, as that 
of the Harbour’ Master; but as Mr, H.-G. 
Tuomsett has chosen to make himself ob- 
structive to the loudly expressed wishes of 
the community, and has ventured to create 
a most deplorable scandal in one ‘of our 


doing by asserting that the course of ex- 
amination pursued by the Coroner was 
not in accordance with official custom, 
rule, or ctiquette, we fecl no compunction 
whatever in stripping the borrowed plumes 
from the champion of officialdom, and 
showing how easily this rigid sticklor for 
routine can glide from official custom when 
it serves his own purpose to do so.. + 
The Harbour Master's annual report is 
a most complete and exhaustive one. It 
contains a mass of valuable and interest- 
inge information and statistics relating to. 
shipping, emigration, and other matters 
connected with the department, which will 
well repay careful perusal. We may deal at 
some length with the facts and figures of the 
report another time; at present, our object 
is mercly to point out where its worthy 
author fail§ to reach that high pinnacle of 
official perfection which he so dogmatically 
and triumphantly flaunted ‘in the face of 
the astonished Coroner at the Magistracy 
on, Friday last. Compilers of official’ re- 
ports are’ supposed to know something of. 
the rules, and to adhere, to some slight 
extent at least, to the principles of English 
grammar.’ Clever men of the Mr. H. G. 
Tuousett type would appear to consider 
that a loudly-expressed belief in red- 
tape is of far greater official importance 
‘than the grammatical compilation of a de- 
partmental report. The Harbour Master's 
annual return is conspicuous for a style of 
language which a washer-woman would 
be ashamed to own. In paragraph 5 we 
read :-—"The trade in sailing vessels (ex- 
clusive of junks) has also increased, there 
having been 464 vessels and 253,819 tons 
arrived in 1881, as ajcainst 416 vessels and 
219,406 tons arrived in 1880. Of this in- 
erease'1g vessels and 13,697 tons were 
under the British flag, and 33 vessels with 


20,656 tons were under the flags of Nations‘

“There having been arrived” is an ex- 
pression which really requires some official 
explanation ; however, there are so many 
eccentricities of construction in the docu- 
ment under notice that we will mercifully 
believe that the report was originally writ- 
ten in Portuguese and afterwards trans- 
lata inta official English, One can imagine 
Dr. Stew‘art’s changes of countenance when 
he perused this scholarly (?) effusion; they 
must have been a perfect study. - 

We observe that it is the opinion of the 
Harbour Master that :—" Captains Napier 
and Carpenter R.N., in H.M.S. Afagpie 
having completed their survey of the Coast

“What has the Harbour Master of Hong- 
kong to do officially with any diplomatic 
proceedings. between the governments of 
Chinaand the United, States? If Mr. 
Tuonsrrt is an advocate of Chinese 
emigration to America or clsewhere, it 
would be' just as well if he would. keep 
his private opinions—which practically 
cannot be of any material value—out of 
the official documents of his department. 
. The following paragraphs appear to us 
to be strangely out of place in an‘annual 
statistical return, and it will be noted that 
the Harbour Master himself is of our opin- 
ion, as he observes that the subjects dealt 
with are not matters for discussion in the, 
report:—'‘It is a strange commentary on 
the recent Convention, entered into be-~ 
‘tween the United States of America and 
China for the purpose of checking emigra- 
tion, to find that t.4,127. more Chinése have 
been introduced into those States than 
landed there in 1880, and Chinese are still 
going over in large numbers, for the pur- 
pose of constructing new Railroads. The 
Chinese on arrival get high wages and the 
protection of the law, and their condition 
in America is far superior to what they ex- 
perience in their native country. - 

The Australian Governments have 
adopted a more practical means of putting 
a stop to the immigration of Chinese into 
those Colonies, by laws which in their 
effect almost completely prohibit a China- 
man from seeking his living on that Con- 
tinent. How far this prohibition is in ac- 
cordance with the existing Treaties: with 
China, and the expediency of shutting out 
the most sober and industrious race in the 
world from a Continent wanting labourers, 
are not matters for discussion in this re- 
port.”’ ¢ oy, 

The Harbour Master's remarks relating 
to the contemplated Observatory at Kow- 
loon, and his sugyestions with: reference 
tothe necessity for a Time Ball for the 
benefit of shipmasters, may or may not be 
worthy of consideration; but they are 
assuredly ill-timed and out of place in his 
annual report; and we hardly think it 
probable that the Colonial Authorities will 
entertain the idea of applying to Admiral 
Witss to arrange tor a Time Ball “ being 
dropped daily at one o'clock on board 
H.M.S. Victor Emanuel" to please Mr, H. 
G. Tuomsztr, especially when it is re- 
membered that the Kowloon Observa- 
tory scheme will very shortly receive the 
sanction. of Her Majesty's Government, 
or be rejected altojrether as useless, and 
| unnecessary. Shipmasters have managed 
to get along fairly well so far without 
Mr. Tuostsert's assistance, or that of the , 
mich belauded Time Ball, and doubtless 
they will'continue to do so, until the Go- 
vernment sees fit to make better provision 
for their requirements.
